Note. — As  there  has   been  some  difference  of  opinion 
expressed'  in  regard  to  the  application  of  the  interest  of  the 
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fund  given  fo  the  town  of  Fremont,  for  poor  people,  in  the 
will  of  Sarah  A.  Chase,  the  Selectmen  have  procured  a  cer- 
tified copy  of  the  will,  and  for  the  information  and  enlight- 
enment of  a  few  citizens  of  the  town,  quote  the  clause  in  full, 
which  is 'as  follows  : 

"Fourteenth  and  Lastly" — "I  give,  bequeath,  and  devise 
unto  the  Town  of  Fremont,  New  Hampshire,  and  its  succes- 
sors to  hold  in  trust  forever,  all  the  rest,  residue,  and  re- 
mainder of  my  estate,  real,  personal  and  mixed,  wherever 
found  and  however  situated ;  and  the  said  town  shall  annu- 
ally expend  the  interest  thereof  for  the  support  and  comfort 
of  the  poor  people  in  said  town,  not  supported  by  the  County 
of  Rockingham."

DISTRICT  NO.  1. 

SHERBURN    SANBORN — PRUDENTIAL    COMMITTEE. 
REBECCA   A.    SANBORN — TEACHER. 

Spring  term  of  twelve  weeks  commenced  April  12,  and 
closed  July  2.  Scholars  enrolled,  25.  Average  attendance, 
23.  Fall  term  of  twelve  weeks  began  Oct.  4,  and  closed  Dec. 
31.  Scholars  enrolled,  34.  Average  attendance,  19.  Wages 
of  teacher,  $24  per  month. 

In  this,  as  in  some  other  schools,  lack  of  punctuality  di- 
minishes the  interest  and  greatly  hinders  the  general  progress 
of  the  pupils.  Good  progress  was,  however,  made  by  the 
larger  part  of  the  scholars.  Owing  to  sickness  the  teacher 
was  obliged  to  give  up  the  school  near  the  middle  of  the  fall 
term,  and  it  was  finished  by  B.  T.  Sanborn. 

DISTRICT  NO.  2. 

CHARLES    W.    FOLLETT — PRUDENTIAL    COMMITTEE. 
ELVIRA   C.    GORDON — TEACHER. 

The  spring  term  commenced  April  19,  and  closed  June 
21.  The  fall  term  began  Sept.  13,  and  closed  Nov.  5. 
The  winter  term  began  Nov.  29,  and  closed  Jan.  21,  1881. 

Scholars  enrolled  the  first  term,  43.  Average  attend- 
ance, 34.     Scholars  enrolled  the  second  term,  49.     Average 
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attendance,  39.     Attendance  on  the  third  term,    39.     Aver- 
age attendance,  33.     Wages  of  teacher,  $28  per  month. 

Miss  Gordon  taught  with  her  usual  success,  and  the  very 
highest  results  were  attained.  Too  much  credit  can  hardly 
be  given  her  for  the  very  efficient  manner  in  which  she  con- 
ducted the  three  successive  terms  of  school. 

DISTRICT  NO.  3. 

SAMUEL    TRICKEY,    JR. PRUDENTIAL    COMMITTEE. 

There  were  two  terms  of  school  taught  by  Elizabeth  B. 
Rowe.  Summer  term  began  May  3,  and  closed  July  2. 
Whole  number  of  scholars,  21.  Average  attendance,  15. 
Fall  term  began  Sept.  13,  and  closed  Dec.  17.  Whole  num- 
ber of  scholars,  17.  Average  attendance,  11.  Wages  of 
teacher  per  month,  $20. 

Miss  Rowe  taught  with  undiminished  zeal  and  persever- 
ance. The  scholars,  though  fewer  in  number  and  younger  in 
years,  showed  thoroughness  of  drill  and  progress  equal  to 
those  who  enjoyed  the  benefits  of  the  school  in  terms  past. 

DISTRICT  NO.  4. 

SAMUEL    COPP PRUDENTIAL    COMMITTEE. 

FLORA   M.    TUCK — TEACHER. 

Spring  term  began  May  3,  and  closed  June  25. 
Scholars  enrolled,  22.  Average  attendance/ 19.  Fall  term 
began  August  16,  and  closed  Oct.  8.  Scholars  enrolled,  22. 
Average  attendance,  21.     Wages  of  teacher,  $16  per  month. 

This  was  Miss  Tuck's  first  effort  in  teaching  and  was 
highly  successful.  A  firm  hand  and  gentle  manners  won  the 
esteem  of  her  pupils,  and  advanced  them  another  step  on  the 
road  to  ajisefuLeducation.  The  attendance  was  the  best  of 
any  school  in  town.  It  is  to  be  hoped  that  other  parents  will 
awake  to  the  importance  of  punctuality  on  the  part  of  every 
scholar  in  town.   
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REMARKS. 

It  becomes  my  duty,  at  the  close  of  the  school  year,  to 
report  the  condition  and  progress  of  our  schools.  To  a  cer- 
tain extent  each  school  has  been  successfully  taught.  The 
teachers  have  been  persevering  and  faithful.  Many  of  the 
parents  have  labored  in  unison  with  the  teachers  to  promote 
the  efficiency  and  success  of  the  schools,  while  others  have 
almost  wholly  neglected  the  means  provided  for  the  educa- 
tion of  their  children.  Absence  from  school  has  been  far  too 
frequent  with  some,  and  others,  whom  the  law  requires 
should  attend  school,  have  been  absent  nearby  the  whole  of 
the  school  }'ear. 

Now  since  education  and  correct  habits  lead  to  a  useful 
life,  and  ignorance  is  known  as  the  parent  of  many  vices  and 
most  of  the  crimes  of  the  land,  greater  effort  ought  to  be 
made  to  reach  those  who  are  habitually  absent  from  the  place 
of  instruction.  Most  frequently  it  is  the  children  of  the  poor 
and  uneducated  who  receive  the  least  benefit  from  our  free 
schools.  Ignorant,  and  too  often  intemperate  parents,  are 
indifferent  to  the  welfare  of  the  young,  and  seem  content  to 
let  them  grow  to  maturity  without  culture  and  without  any 
definite  occupation.  From  this  neglected  class  comes  the 
majority  of  our  paupers  and  criminals.  Now  if  the  old  ad- 
age is  true,  that  "an  ounce  of  prevention  is  worth  a  pound  of 
cure,"  let  us- strike  at  the  root  of  the  matter  and  make  our 
common  schools  the  grand  highway  to  general  intelligence, 
sobriety  and  industry.  At  a  trifling  expense  to  the  town  the 
poorer  children  can  be  provided  with  books  and  drawn  to 
school  without  resorting  to  more  forcible  measures.  Let  us 
try  this  aud  note  the  result.
